For years there was a general impression (hat the so 
called Diamond Syndicate (the DeBeers interests,) coa- 
trolling the output of the South African diamond fields, 
held a large reserve stock, which was not put on the 
market, in order that an unnatural shortage might 
force up the price of diamonds. 

At the time of the Boer War, when all of the dia- 
mond mines were forced to shut down temporarily, and 
the logical time came to draw on the reserve stock, if 
any existed, it was found that no reserve stock existed. 

The price of fine diamonds, on which the shortage was 
most marked, within a short time went up 15 to 20 per 
cent. During the past five years, prices have been con- 
stantly advancing, but every indication is that the limit 
has not been reached.
